3 YEARS. $20.000 
FINE FOR SCHENCK 
FOR TAX EVASION 


Co - Defendant — 
Gets Year, Fined $10,- 
000 — Producer Faces 
Other Charges. 


NEW YORK, April 24 (AP).— 
Joseph M. Schenck, movie execu- 
tive, was sentenced in United States 
District Court today to three years 
in prison and fined $20,000 on his 
conviction for income tax  eva- 
sion. 

_ The movie producer was convict- 


ed a week ago of evading taxes 
in 1935 and 1936. A Federal jury, 
deliberating 10 hours, found him 
guilty on two of four counts, but 
acquitted him of tax evasion 
charges for 1937 and of conspiracy 
to defraud the Government. 

Schenck, board chairman of the 
Twentieth Century Fox Film Cor- 
poration, had been accused of evad- 
ing $412,000 in taxes during 1935- 


, , “by $165, : 

His co-defendant, Joseph Mosko- 
witz, Schenck’s Eastern représen- 
tative, was sentenced to a year 
and a day and fined $10,000. He 
had been convicted on one of the 
four counts. : 

The men were séntenced by 
United States District Judge Gro- 
ver Moscowitz. 

As sentence was pronounced, 
Schenck’s mouth dropped. He 
said nothing. Moskowitz looked 
straight ahead. 


Judge’s Comment. 


“It is always an unpleasant duty 
for a Judge to pass sentence,” the 
Court said. “It is particularly so 
here where the defendants have 
risen to such high positions. I feel 
sorry for the predicament they are 
in. 

“T have considered, too, the fact 
that the public is interested in a 
case of this character, and that in 
imposing sentence the Court must 
consider the public, and the salu- 
tary effect the sentence may have 
in deterring others from attempt- 
ing to evade taxes.” 

The producer also faced a possi- 
ble civil action by the Government 
for payment of $253,692 in back 
taxes plus interest. Last week 
United States Attorney Mathias 
Correa said the Government could 
collect in adidtion a fraud penalty 
of 50 per cent. 

Other Charges Pending. 

Still outstanding against Schenck 
was a perjury indictment charg- 
ing him with making false state- 
ments to a Federal agent about a 
$100,000 transaction with Willie 
Bioff, Western representative of 
the International Alliance of The- 
atrical Stage Employes and Mov- 
ing Picture Operators (AFL). 

Schenck’s trial was ee by 

ea rance of seve young 
—— testified that Schenck 
had lavished gifts on them ranging 
from a .$50-a-week job to gn ex- 
pensive automobile, 

The prosecution produced rec- 
ords designed to show that 
Schenck had claimed in his tax

The charge that: “fistic and phys- 
ical force and violence” were used 
to prevent Republican challengers 
from looking at any of the ballots 
in the recount of the Shannon 
County governorship vote at Em- 
inence, home town of State Sen- 
ator L. N. Searcy, was made in a 
telegram received by the Repub- 
lican State Committee today from 
Floyd Bean,. Republican. attorney 
detailed to watch the recount there. 


“As evidence that force was used 
to prevent examination, compari- 
son and challenge of ballots by 
Republicans,” Bean stated in his 
message, “the Republicans have 
blood on their official return to 
the Secretary of State, as a result 
of such fistic and physical. en- 
counters. : 

“By force Republicans were pre- 
vented from in any way examin- 
ing, inspecting, comparing and 


challenging any absentee * tes.

publican ticket, with the X erased, 
however, easily detected by thé 
naked eye. 


“Refused to Get Guns.” 


“After that, the Republicans 
were, through threatened and ac- 
tual physical force, forbidden and 
prevented from further examining 
absentee ballots. It was suggested 
to a Republican clerks and at- 
torrtys by interested citizens that 
they carry guns, or try to get out 
the State militia, to get an honest 
count; this they refused to do.” 

Bean’s telegram, sent from West 
Plains, seat of the adjoining How- 
ell County, stated that that the 
Shannon County “would-be _re- 
count” was completed today, “with 
five Democrats and three Repub- 
licans taking part.” Bean did not 
state the result of the count, or 
whether Lawrence McDaniel, Dem- 
ocratic contestor, or Gov. Forrest 
C. Donnell, gained an. advantage as 
comparéd with the November offi- 
cial return from the county which 
was: McDaniel, 2807; Donnell, 
1635. 

Bean said 19 of the 25 precincts 
of Shannon County were recount- 
ed on the first day. He repeated 
charges made previously thatthe 
ballots have been exposed to the 
public since the night of the elec- 
tion, in the office of the County 
Clerk, and have lain ~ under the 
desk of the Deputy County Clerk, 
who is chairman of the Democratic 
County Committee. 


Collapse of Contest Predicted. 


Early collapse of McDaniel’s 
contest for the governorship was 
predicted today by Charles Fergu- 
son, chairman of the Republican 
State Committee, on the basis of 
returns from ‘the first two days’ 
recount of ballots in 97 counties 
and the City of St. Louis. 

Ferguson said he based his 
opinion on reports showing that 
very few ballots were found on 
which Democratic voters had 
scratched McDaniel’s name with- 
out marking an X opposite Don- 
nell’s name. Such ballots, so far as

WASHINGTON, April 24 (AP). 
~The patrol of the North Atlantic 
halfway to Europe was reported 
being planned today by the United 
States Navy. ‘ 

The creation of such a broad se- 
curity zone might. have the effect 
of relieving the strain on part of 
Britain’s most important supply 
line. 

Officials here gave no encourage- 
ment to the reports of the widened 
defense patrol, but the informed 
quarters where they originated 
cited the statement of Mayor Fi- 
orello H. LaGuardia of New York 


that provisions had been made for 
off-shore defense beginning at a 
line .1000 miles out to sea. 
LaGuardia, as chair- 
man of the joint United States- 
Canadian Defense Board, made his 
assertion during am address at 
Ottawa yesterday. The circum- 
stances led to the belief here that 
he spoke with White House ap- 
proval.

Early emphasized that he was 
speaking entirely of neutrality pa- 
trols and. not convoys.

Visited Rooseveit. 


It was pointed out that LaGuar- 
dia made a hurried visit here Tues- 
day for a conference with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt before leaving for 
Canada. It likewise was considered 
important that before making his 
address at Ottawa he was quoted 
as saying it would contain a line 
giving “the whole answer” to the 
question of how far the United 
States would go in convoying war 
supplies to Britain. — 

LaGuardia spoke at the St. 
George's day luncheon of the Ca- 
nadian Club and Canadian Federa- 
tion of Mayors. His words were: 

“Off-shore defense, as we under- 
stand it, is ‘to defend our shores 
at three hours’ distance from the 
farthest point of either thé Ca- 
nadian or the United States

“And when I say three hours I 
mean three hours by airplane do- 
ing 333 miles an hour. That is our 
St. George’s day message to the 
people of Engiand.” | — 

LaGuardia would not amplify 
the statement, but emphasized 
later that the “333 miles an hour” 
was “very important.” 

The reaction in some Canadian 
circles was that LaGuardia was 
forecasting the start of United 
States convoys as far ag the mid- 
Atlantic. This would permit the 
release of British Empire naval 
units now doing convoy duty in 
the western half of the North At- 
lantie and thereby .reinforce the

BERLIN, April 24 (AP).—The 
German high command claimed to- 
day only that its forces had “suc- 
ceeded in breaking into Thermo- 
pylae positions” in the thrust to- 
ward Athens, 100 miles south of 
the famous pass where Leonidas 
and his Spartans died. 

British rear guard units-held the 
pass, the high command indicated, 
calling the terrain there “espe- 
cially favorable’—presumably for 


the defense. 


Unrepeated was the claim to a 
break-through there such as was 
reported yesterday by authorized 
Berlin sources who at that time 
said British forces attempting to 
hold the pas# had been annihi- 
lated. 


1 Newspaper Reports Advane 


The newspaper Deutsche Allge- 
meine Zeitung, however, carried a 
report saying the German army 
was in full control of the railway 
and highways and was approach- 
ing .Athens by way of Thebes. 
Thebes 35 miles northwest of 
Athens. 

A military spokesman, denying 
“Scandinavian reports,” said that 
so far as was known at 5:30 p. m. 
(9:30 a, m. St. Louis. time) “Athens 
is not in German hands.” 

DNB, official news agency, said 
that in the drive through Thessaly 
to Southern Greece the Nazis cap- 
tured several thousand British sol- 
diers at ohe camp along with “hun- 
dreds of tanks and trucks, muni- 
tions, provisions and several three- 
inch guns.” 

Thirty British tanks were cap- 
tured between Larissa and La- 
mia before Thermopylae pass was 
approached, the high. command 
said. 


Allies Blow Up Bridges. 


Authorized quarters asserted 
there was no great significance 
in the exact location of the Ger- 
man army at present, holding that 
dynamited bridges and natural ob- 
stacles were its major problems. 

“The only question remaining is 
how many Tommies we can anni- 
hilate before they can make a 
getaway,” it was said. 

These quarters expressed doubt 
that the Greeks and their Allies 
would attempt to retreat across 
the n w land bridge beyond 
Athens to the Peloponnesus for a 
last stand there. If that was the 
intention, they said, the Greek 
King and Government would hard- 
ly have gone to Crete. 

Except for a bloody climax, the 
Greek campaign is finished, Ger- 
man military observers declared. 


Troopships Reported Sunk. 

German aviators told of scenes 
of the wildest confusion as Nazi 
bombers hammered at hastily load- 
ed British transports and, they 
said, sank many. Ships totaling 
upwards. of. 160,000 tons, many 
jammed with British soldiers, al- 
ready have been sunk, the Nazis 
asserted. — 

“With the operation still incom- 
plete, losses approaching those of 
Dunkerque already have been in- 
flicted,” a military spokesman de- 
clared. (It was said the British 
lost at least 240,000 tons of ship-

‘Consecrates Your Bloody 

Sacrifices,’ He Tells 
Troops—Losses of 6000 
in Final Drive. 


ROME, April 24 (AP). — The 
Italian high command reported to- 
day that Fascist forces lost 6000 
dead and Wounded, including 400 
officers, in the final offensive 
against the Greeks on the Alba- 
nian front. 


Stefani, official news agency, es- 
timated that 300,000 Italians and 
400,000 Greeks fought along a 150- 
mile front in the 10-day “Battle 
of Epirus” which began Easter 
Sunday. Stefani said that before 
the Greek left wing capitulated 
Italian troops had penetrated as 
much as. 90 miles into Greece, 


(The Greek high command de- 
clared that the Italians had not 
set foot on Greek soil up to the 
time of the capitulation, which 
they attributed to collapse of the 
Yugoslav army and the subsequent 
exposure of their northern flank 
to the Germans.) 

Mussolini’s “Victory” Message. 

In an order of the day, Premier 
Benito Mussolini expressed: Italy's 
pride in its troops whose “victory” 
rover the Greeks, he asserted, “‘il- 


glory.” The order, issued from 
“headquarters of the armed forces,” 
said: 

“Fighters.of all armed forces co- 
operating on the Greek front. 

“After six months of most sharp 
fighting the enemy has laid down 
his arms. The victory consecrates 
your bloody sacrifices, especially 
severe for the land forces, and il- 
luminates your flags with new 
glory. 

“The fatherland is proud of you 
as never before. } 

“In this moment the Italian peo- 
ple remembers and salutes with 
feeling its heroic song who have 
fallen in the battles of Albania 
and expresses.to you who have 
avenged them its imperishable 
gratitude. 

“Hail the King!” 


Italians Disarming Greeks. 


Italian troops, meanwhile, dis- 
armed today the last of the sur- 


4 rendering soldiers, who ceased hos- 


tilities at 6 o’clock last night (10 
a. m. yesterday St. Louis time) un- 
der terms which made them prison- 
ers of war. Already, dispatches 
said, order was being. rapidly re- 
stored in the strip of territory 40 
to 90 miles wide inside Greece 
along the Albanian frontier which 
Mussolini’s forces occupied with 
German aid. - 

Italian armies, no longer forced 
to fight on that front, were re- 
ported salvaging much booty in 
war materials, much of it said to 
be composed of modern weapons 
with which Britain had supplied 
the Greeks. 

Planes of all types and thou- 
sands of tons of gasoline were re- 
ported to have been seized on fly- 
ing fields which Fascists said the 
British had abandoned. Hundreds 
of motor vehicles in excellent con- 
dition and large stores of muni- 
tions fell into their hands, the Ital- 
ians asserted. 


Some Firing After Armistice. 


Although firing ceased general- 
ly after 6 p. m., rifles, machine 
guns and mortars occasionally 
cracked out afterward in some 
spots of resistance, dispatches 
said. Armored columns, they re- 
ported, quickly destroyed these 
nests of opposition.

NEW YORK, April 24 (AP). — 
The people of the United States 
were told by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wickard today that it was 


high time they “got excited” about 
the critical state of world affairs. 

“Nowadays,” he said, “ostrich na- 
tions don't last very long.” 

If the United States wishes to 
continue a great nation, he said, 
“it must act like a great nation.” 

He made this comment on the 
progress to date of the European 
war: 

“The story in this conflict, so far 
as the democracies are concerned, 
has been a story of ‘too little and 
too late.” Millions of Americans 
are’ getting sick of that story. They 
see clearly the results of appease- 
ment and unpreparedness.” 

Wickard’s address ‘was prepared 
for a gathering of New England 
and the Middle Atlantic farniers, 
called to discuss the Agriculture 
Department’s program for expand- 
ing production of meats, poultry 
and dairy goods to meet the needs 
of Britain and other nations resist- 
ing the Axis powers. 

Declaring Ameérican agriculture’s 
stake in a British victory to be 
“very great,” Wickard said that 
should the Axis win, “we might as 
well kiss our export market for 
farm products good-by.” 

Wickard drew two contrasting 
pictures of what the nation might 
be in the future. 

“One,” he said, “is. a country 
that has turned its back upon the 
rest of the world and has dis- 
avowed responsibility for what 
happened elsewhere, This country 
maintains a huge army and navy 
for it lives in constant fear of 
triumphant dictator nations. Free- 
dom is something that once be- 
longed to this country but not any 
more. 

“I don't want to live and farm 
.in that kind of a United States. 

“IT see another country, a great

CRITICISE CONDUCT 
OF DIPLOMACY AND 
WAR IN BALKANS 


Press Says Military Effort 


Was Too Small— Daily 
Herald Reports Nazi De- 
mand for Control of 
Turkish Straits. 


LONDON, April 24 AP).—Frank- 
ly writing off the diplomatic and 
military campaign in the Balkans 
as‘a defeat, the, British press and 
public, in a heighteaing critical 
mood and chafing under a black- 
out of definite news from the Greek 
front, grimly awaited unfolding of 
the full picture of Britain’s re- 
verses. 

British saw a note of encourage- 
ment in North Africa, where Gen. 
Sir Archibald P. Wavell, command- 
er of British Middle East forces, 
was reported to have poised his 
army for a decisive clash with the 
Axis mechanized spearhead that 
has struck across Libya into 
Egypt. 

London newspapers, which until 
now had scrupulously avoided crit- 
icism of the conduct of the Balkan 
campaign, today showed a mount- 
ing inclination to call for an ac- 
counting. 

The Daily Mail said, “The Gov- 
ernment would do well to realize 
there is a feeling of grave uneasi- 
mess in the country at recent 
events in the Mediterranean. This 
uneasiness is born of the convic- 
tion that something more could 
have been done, or some things 
could have been done differently 
or more promptly.” 

“Too Feeble, too Late.” 

The Daily Mail recalled David 
Lioyd George’s assertion in 1915 
that the Allied forces in the World 
War had “been dogged by the 
mocking specter of ‘too late,’” and 
added: 

“That is the criticism now—not 
that we should have withheld sup- 
port from Greece but that our ef- 
fort, both diplomatic and military, 
was too feeble and too late.” 

It said Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Eden had been given the 
task of welding Turkey, Yugo- 
gslavia and Greece into an effective 
alliance but that he “failed in his 
thission.” 

The British radio quoted Aus- 
tralia’s Acting Prime Minister A. 
W. Fadden as saying: 

“There is no ground for hope that 
the fighting in Greete can .take 
a turn to our advantage. We are 
seeing the last stages of a very 
gallant rearguard action.” 

The Daily Herald, Laborite or- 
gan, said the outcome of the Bal- 
kan campaign had. been obyious 
from the start, adding, “We have 
not yet overcome the handicap in- 
flicted on this nation by the short- 
sighted, self-satisfied leadership of 
the years immediately preceding 
the war. ; 

“Our efforts of the last 12 
months — immense though they 
have seemed to us—leave us still 
exposed to the humiliation of 
withdrawal and still distant from 
the time when we shall push Hitler 
around the map as he now pushes 
us.” 

Turkey Next. 

Of German plans after conquest 
of Greece, the Daily Herald quoted 
foreign diplomatic sources as say- 
ing Berlin had demanded from 
Turkey full military control of the 
Bosporus and Dardanelles Straits 
in exchange for a slice of Grecian 
Thrace. 

The paper said Turkey was re- 
ported being pressed for an im- 
mediate reply, adding: 

“According to the London re- 
port, the Soviet Government was 
informed of the German demand 
and it proposed to Berlin that Ger- 
many and Russia should share con- 
trol of the straits. 

“This proposal was at once re- 
jected by the Germans. If this 
report, of which no’ confirmation 
can as yet be obtained, is true, 
it would account for the hurried 
German landings on the Greek 
islands of Samothrace and Lemnos 
off the mouth of the Dardanelles. 
It also would account for the 
rather menacing attitude of the 
Nazis toward the Soviet Union at 
the moment.” 

(Foreign sources in Turkey 
earlier expressed belief the Turks 
might agree to close the straits to 
all foreign warships but would not 
give up control of the vital water- 
way even if confronted with a 
German ultimatum and that they 
would resist passage of Nazi 
troops through their territory.) 
Nazis Say British Inspired Reports 

on Demands on Turkey 
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LONDON, April 24 (AP). — A 
Reuters dispatch dated “On the 
Dessie Road,” reported tonight 
that British South African forces 
have routed the Italians from 
mountain barricades before Dessie, 
Ethiopia, in the fiercest battle of 
the entire campaign. 

The South Africans captured 
many prisoners and inflicted heavy 
casualties on the Italians, Reuters 
said. Dessie is 150 miles northeast 
of Addis Ababa, capital of Ethio- 
pio. 
Meanwhile, informed sources in 
Cairo reported steady patrol activ- 
ity by British forces around Sol- 
lum, Egypt, and Tobruk, Libya. 
These sources said Axis descrip- 
tions of Tobruk as “beleaguered” 
were misleading. 

Military sources said ‘the British 
were keeping the Axis forces about 
the Libyan port “on their toes” by 
offensive sorties. 

Most of these raids, it was said, 
have been directed at intercepting 
German and Italian forces attempt- 
ing to by-pass Tobruk to go to the 
aid of troops in the Sollum area. 

British strength in the area is 
growing steadily, it was said, and 
Gen. Archibald P. Wavell’s desert 
fighters were described as confi- 
dent. 

The 800 miles which the Axis 
forces are forced to traverse in 
the desert were said to be telling 
in the wear and tear on their ve- 
hicles and supply service. 


British Ship Sunk in Raid on 
Tobruk, Nazis Say. 
BERLIN, April 24 (AP).—Ger- 
man and Italian air units made 
two dive-bombing attacks on Brit- 
ish-held Tobruk, Libya, yesterday, 
sinking one ship in the harbor and 
damaging two vessels, informed 
Germans said coday. 
In the second raid, it was said 
“all shipping space still afloat in 
the harbor” was damaged. 


3 SHIPS AT TRIPOLI 
SUNK, BRITISH CLAIM 


LONDON, April 24 (AP). — An 
Admiralty communique said today 
that a fresh report of the Monday 
naval shelling of the Libyan port 
of Tripoli, the Aixs’ major North 
African base, “indicated the bom- 
bardmént was even more success- 
ful than was at first thought.” 

Seven ships, including a destroy- 


er, were hit and three of these 
were sunk, the Admiralty account 
said, in this assault which naval 
officers have described as — the 
heaviest of its kind in naval his-. 


tory. 

“Three transports lying in the

ly seen to sink. 

“a fourth ship in the naval basin 
appears to have been laden with 
ammunition, for when it was hit 
by a 15-inch shell the ship ex- 
ploded. 

“One supply ship moored off 
Spanish Quay was hit by 15-inch 
shells and sank almost imme 
ately.” - . 

“One -supply ship: lying outside 
the harbor off Karamanti Mole 
was hit and set on fire and a de- 
stroyer moored at Karamanti Mole 
was heavily hit. 

“Clouds of smoke were seen to 
be coming from at least three oth- 
er ships in the harbor, but it was 
not possible to establish whether 
this was due to damage or in an 
attempt to create a smokescreen. 
It is considered certain that other 
damage was done to shipping.” 

The Admiralty declared that “no 
damage or casualties were caused 
to our naval units by the retalia- 
tion of enemy shore batteries or 
by enemy aircraft during the ap- 
proach or when our ships were ; 
returning to their base. No enemy 
naval units were encountered.” 

Before and after the raid, the 
Admiralty said, British naval 
planes shot down eight—and pos- 
sibly nine—Axis planes and dam- 
aged a tenth. 

The Admiralty related that har- 
bor facilities also were seriously 
damaged, salvos of 15-inch shells 
sending smoke billowing from 
warehouses, offices and railroad 
buildings. 

The main quay for unloading 
supplies intended for Axis. forces 
in North Africa, it added “could 
be seen to be continuously hit for 
10 minutes by medium caliber 
shells.”

Damage at Plymouth.

The impatience of job-seekers 
was sharply denounced by Mayor 
William Dee Becker in an extem- 
poraneous talk to women of the 
Twenty-fifth Ward Republican 
Club at a luncheon at the Con- 
gress Hotel yesterday, given in 
honor of the Mayor and his wife. 
The Mayor, in his most candid 
public statement on patronage 
since taking office April 15, as- 
serted that he would not be “stam- 
peded or coerced into hasty ac- 
tion.” . 

He declared that after his 24 
years on the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals bench “the judicial atti- 
tude of getting all the facts be- 
fore taking action has become so 
ingrained in me that I’m going to 
proceed in that manner in the 
Mayor's office.” 

“I know many people who are 
impatient with me,” he went on, 
“and those who understand the 
problems least are the most im- 
patient.” 

Reason for Delay. 

About 300 persons attended the 
luncheon, including many women 
on the Republican City Commit- 
tee, and Mayor Becker’s explana- 
tion of his delay in appointing Re- 


publicans to jobs was regarded by’ 


them as “the answer” which the 
Mayor failed to give the full mem- 
bership of the City Committee at 
a dinner meeting Maomday at the 
York Hotel. At the Monday gath- 
ering there was no mention of 
patronage, which some party pol- 
iticians attributed to the advance 
publicity given the dinner as a 
round table on the subject of jobs, 

The Md@yor told the. luncheon 
guests yesterday that every city 
department: was disorganized, and 
that the outgoing Democratic ad- 


ministration left “every disadvan- 


tage possible” for the new Re- 
publican government. He cited 
as an example the action of the 
Democratic-controlled City Board 
of Equalization in reducing tax 
assessments, a crippling move 
that was blocked by the State 
Board of Equalization after he 
had protested vigorously to Gov.

and a counter-plan which would 
be somewhat less drastic on most 
of those who make less than $20,000 
@ year. 

This counter-plan, prepared by 
the staff of the Joint Congressional! 
Committee on Taxation, was re- 
ported to provide for a surtax on 
all net incomes above The 
surtax rates would range upward 
from 6 per cent. In addition, tax- 
payers would have to pay the pres- 
ent 10 per cent defense supertax, 
so the effective starting rate would 
be 6.6. 

The initial surtax rate under the 
Treasury program would be 11 per 
cent (12.1 when supertax was 
added.) 

Both schedules would make the 
surtax additional to the normal in- 
come levy of 4 per cent (4.4 includ- 
ing supertax) and both would per- 
mit the deduction of tax and in- 
terest payments, contributions to 
charity, losses and the like. What 
remains after these deductions is 
the so-called net income. 

In computation of the surtax, the 
two plans have radically different 
methods.’ Under the Treasury's 
proposal, the surtax would not be- 
come effective until personal ex- 
emptions had been deducted from 
net income. These exemptions 
might range from $800 for a bach- 
elor to as high as $6000 for a mar- 
ried pair with 10 children. The 
counter-plan, however, would fix 
a flat $2000-exemption for every- 
body before surtaxes applied. 

‘Examples of what difference the 
two programs would make (in 
round figures): 

A single man with a net income 
of $1000 would pay a total tax 
(normal plus. surtax) of $29 under 
the Treasury plan and $4 under the 
ttee staff proposal. The lat- 
ter figure is his tax under present 
law, 

A childless married pair with net 


income of $3000 now pays $31. The | 


staff plan would increase this to 
$97, the Treasury to $152. 

The Treasury plan, on the other 
hand, would be less severe than the 
reported staff proposal on married 
pairs with two minor children and 
a net income ranging from $2000 
to $4000.

Groups of visit- 
ing bankers clustered about the 
display in the lobby of Hotel Stat- 
ler and gazed admiringly at the 
100-G note, which was the focus 
of all eyes, although it had a rela- 
tively innocuous position in a large 
frame containing another $33,391 
in bills of assorted amountze, 

The Secret Service agents, head- 
ed zyq Leo Smugai, chief of the 
St. Louis office, and Thomas J. 
Callaghan, Chicago supervising 
agent, stood beside the bank- 
ers and watched them as care- 
fully as they were watching 
the paper fortune. Agents were 
sent here from Washington, Kan- 
sas City and Chicago to assist in 
the surveillance. Plainclothes po- 
licemen of the city force threaded 
their way through the lobby, too, 
trying to look nonchalant, keeping 
close tabs on both the bankers and 
the Secret Service operatives. The 
Secret Service had asked -them 
to “help us out.” 

Agents Stayed Up All Night. 

Since the large frames in which 
the currency is displayed were 
too big to cram into the hotel 
safe, secret service men and de 
tectives stayed up all night to 
protect the $100,000 bill from lobby 

lers. 

The bill isn’t.worth $100,000, de- 
spite the very impressive pledge 
of Uncle Sam on its face to redeem 
it for that amount in gold, be- 
cause it’s not a real bank note, 
but just an engraver’s proof on 
enly one side of the paper. There 
are proofs of both sides in the dis- 
play, but, even if they were pasted 
together, the bill would still be 
“No. 00000000,” and the. banks 
wouldn’t pay off on it. 

The secret service men knew 
all about that, although the de- 
tectives and most of the bankers 
didn’t, 

Notes of $100,000 denomination 
are used mainly by Federal Re- 
serve banks to clear balances with 
other Federal Reserve . banks. 

Bankers Told to “Tighten Up.”

Use Time Bombs.

From here I saw a Nazi 
bomber drop two bombs from a 
height of at least 4000 feet, hitting 
a road less than 20 feet. wide.

“Duds,” muttered another Amer- 
ican correspondent. Suddenly, 
with a roar, the road flew into the 
air.

A New 
Zealand truck driver, a few feet 
away, who had emerged from cov- 
er, was blown from his feet and 
shaken up, the only ascertainable 
casualty of the day except three or 
four trucks whose spotters were 
already lying in the grass.

“As the bitterness of war in- 
creasingly distresses and crushes 
the heart of men and as dangers 
of every sort, threatening so many 
nations become more appalling, we 
confidently express the wish that 
the faithful raise minds and hearts 
in prayer to heaven whence alone, 
in the midst of such profound 
mental perplexity and material dis- 
order, can come hope -of better

Calls for Devotion. 


“If our prayers and aspirations

“It would be madness,” writes Helen Kirk- 
patrick from London, “to assume that these unceas- 
ing raids have not affected production.” 

Mr. Roosevelt says the American people are not 
fully awake to the situation, but we believe he 
underestimates the people’s awareness. He said 
also one time that we are the best informed people 
in the world, as we are. At all hours of the day 
and night, the press and radio are bringing news of 
the cataclysmic happenings abroad. The war is a 
‘subject of’ conversation around the cracker barrels, 
in most homes and wherever citizens gather. 

The people are distressed about this war. They 
want Britain to win, for Britain’s sake as well as 
for our own. They know that the downfall of the 
British Empire would bring on a new and uncharted 
era. They know we would have to keep armed to 
the teeth against a rampant and ruthless Hitlerism. 
They know our trade would suffer,. that our 
standards of living would be affected, that the rela- 
tively carefree life we have known would be gone. 

Foreseeing this dark picture, the people have been 
eager to help Britain with whatever we can supply. 
Yet nothing we have yet been able to do has had any 
decisive effect on any phase of the war. Our fac- 
tories are only now getting into production; it will 
be six months, a year or two years before Mr. Roose- 
velt’s plan of making America “the arsenal of de- 
mocracy” comes to full realization. 

Six months, a year or two years may be too late. 
And even if we should go to war tomorrow, a course 
the people do not approve, what could we do to 
reverse the course of events? 
is a magnificent fighting machine, but most of it 
has been kept in the Pacific to stabilizé the situation 
in the Far East. Once we remove it, the Far East is 
at the mercy of Japan. 

If we abandoned the Far East and moved to the 
defense of Britain, we might be able to win the Bat- 
tle of the Atlantic for Britain, but even this is at- 
tended by some portentous difficulties, such as the 
problem of bases and facilities from which‘ to oper- 
ate. And if we won the Battle of the Atlantic, thus 
saving the British Isles, Hitler would still have con- 
trol of the Continent. 

To dislodge Hitler from the Continent might be 
accomplished in time, but it is a hardy prophet who 
would venture to say how many years it would take, 
how many thousands of lives, how many billions of 
dollars. 

It appears to us that the present critical situation 
forces the United States to reappraise the whole pic- 
ture. It is now forced to look at it with the utmost 
realism and from the standpoint of its own destiny. 
It must look at it, too, from the point of view of a 
possible future conflict with Hitlerism for which we 
must be fully prepared. 

The United States must become the most powerful 
of all nations; it must build impregnable defenses; 
it must keep democracy alive in a dark world.

Henrico, in Virginia, is one of these. 
“mong the 3053 counties in America, ex- 
actly six have county managers. Henrico 
adopted the plan seven years ago. Per- 
haps 20 others use variations on the man- 
ager idea. A hundred or so, in spite of 
creaking, outworn systems, succeed in giv- 
ing their taxpapers fairly good ————— 
at fairly low cost. 

The vast majority, however, charge out- 
rageous taxes for little value received; with 
‘millions of dollars invested, they often are 
managed less capably than a small-town 
store. .This is due partly to outmoded stat- 
utes, horse-and-buggy methods, politicians 
desperately hanging on to a good thing— 
to patronage, pap and overstuffed payrolls 
—and partly to public lethargy. The typi- 
cal courthouse is a morass of inefficiency, 
duplication and lost motion because the 
voters and taxpayers—you and I—are con- 
tent to foot the bill. .

4 RE YOUR county. taxes too high, the 


Henrico voters were not content. They 


were bold enough to experiment, and to- 
day have what many experts call the best 
county government in America. | 

Henrico’s manager for seven years was 
a lanky engineer named Willard F. Day 
who previously had managed the city of 
Staunton, Va. In Henrico, for $6000 a 
year, he worked 12 hours a day, counte- 
nanced no political pressures, made his asso- 
ciates work as hard as he did. Perhaps 
his outstanding quality was a conviction 
that public funds should be spent just as 
frugally as John Citizen spends the cash in 
his own pocket. 

Although taxes are higher this year due 
to a court order which took from the 
county its most valuable taxable property 
and gave it to the city of Richmond, Hen- 
rico’s tax rate still is 3 per cent lower than 
it was under the old form of county gov- 
ernment. 

At the same time, the county has in- 
creased its services to its people an aver- 
age of 43 per cent. It has increased its 
water and sewer service, its paved high- 
ways, school equipment and number of 
teachers, fird protection, traffic patrol and 
public health work to that extent. It did 
this by consolidating departments, abol- 
ishing useless jobs, substituting business 
practice for political expediency. 


Henrico almost surrounds the city of. 


Richmond, but under Virginia law stops at 
the. city. limits, profits by no city taxes. 
More than half its 30,000 people make their 
living from agriculture; 30 per cent are Ne- 
gro. Its 240 square miles embrace some 


five square miles of Richmond suburbs, six. 


villages, 1350 farms. 

It operates on a balanced budget. In 
eight years it has built three waterworks 
sy: ernized and increased its po- 
liee force, placed health, ‘sanitation, fi- 
nance and public works on a business basis. 
More than half its bonded indebtednesg of 
$900,000 is for sewer and water plants in 
thickly settled areas, a third is for schools; 
it has issued no road bonds since it adopted 
manager government, is paying off its 


debts at the rate of $37,500 a year. 

It has transformed a chaotic, unrelated, 
overlapping group of offices which collected 
and spent public funds into a modern de- 
partment of finance. It has abolished a 
fee system whereby five elected officers 
formerly pocketed $33,000 a year, has sub- 
stituted salaries of $15,800. It has snatched 
nearly 1000 children out of schoolhouse fire- 
traps, built $500,000 worth of new schools, 
has increased its teaching staff from 200 
to 256, raised teachers’ salaries 23 per cent, 
wages of other employes an average of 10 
per cent, 

And at the same time, it has reduced 
taxes! 

Its tax rate, based on 45 per cent of fair 
market value of real estate last year 
amounted to 49% cents on each $100 of ac- 
tual property value, as compared to a 
State average of 74 cents, a national aver- 
age of $1.13.

Henrico has a short ballot. Instead of 
the f er 25 elected independent officers, 
each funning his own department, buying 
his o supplies, appointing his own dep- 
uties, building his own political fences, it 
now -elects only seven. Four supervisors 
receive $400 a year each, meet twice a 
month, serve as a county board of direc- | 


' tors. They determine broad policies, enact 


ordinances, set tax rates and salaries, and 
appoint the School Board, Planning Board 
and County Manager. 

They are not concerned with jobs for 
ditch diggers, clerks or police, or the trivia 
which too often-takes up most of a board’s 
time. Instead of investing full-time execu- 
tive functions in part-time committees, it 
simply tells its manager, “That’s your job. 
Go to it!) We don’t care whom you hire or 
fire. All we want is results.” 

Day did no “housecleaning” when he took 
over. He told county employes: “If you 
are capable, willing to work and to forget 
politics, willing to adjust yourselves to mod- 
ern methods, stay and help me clean up this 
mess.” 
~ Nearly half the present employes were 
inherited from the former regime. Others, 
chiefly political appointees in nonessential 
jobs, got out ond got out fast, .

In most counties, the sheriffs, school 
ee ae clerks and road force 
r own purchases of materials and 
supplies—with taxpayers’ money. True, 
these bills usually are approved by the 
supervisors. Even so, and politi- 
cal expediency rarely go hand in hand. It’s 
hard: for an elective officer to turn down. 
a salesman with a thousand votes up his 
sleeve, even if his price is a few cents high. 
Henrico buys eve from tractors 
to thumbtacks through a single purchasing 
agent. He is an appointive, not elected 
officer. He is not interested in votes, sim- 
ply in keeping: his job, and his job consists 
* getting more for the money. Last year 
he shopped carefully on 1565 orders, spent 
$260,000, saved 20 per cent over old-time 
methods. In one year on gasoline and as- 
phalt alone, Henrico saved $15,000. 
Naturally, the voters were satisfied. Last 
election, every. candidate for county office 
went on record approving business meth- 
ods in. the courthouse. They knew that 
their people, having tasted efficiency in 
government, would not return to the ex- 
pensive luxury of political maneuvering at

“CLEARING 


THE SEAS’ 


By JOSEPH ALSOP and ROBERT KINTNER 


WASHINGTON, April 24. 


HE outline of a solution to the 
T cruciat shipping problem is be- 

ginning to emerge from the wel- 
ter of rumors and conjectures. 
The outline, to be sure, is incom- 
plete; the solution is tentative, 


But the main point is that the 
President and his advisers at last 
seem to have worked out an in- 
tegrated system by which they hope 
to protect our war materials on 
their way to Britain from the men- 
ace of German bombers and sub- 
marines. 


The known parts of the system 
are three in number. 


First, although the President is 
not ready to order the Navy to 
convoy merchant vessels through 
combat zones, partial convoying 
will be resorted to. Ten days ago 
the decision had already been 
taken to convoy to Greenland, thus 
reducing the area to be protected 
by the British Navy by a huge 
expanse of ocean. Now, probably 
because the inadequacies of the 
new Greenland base make trans- 
fers there difficult, there are author- 
itative reports that the convoying 
range might be extended to Ice- 
land, where extremely modest but 
usable port facilities are available 
at Reykjavik. 


Second, small, makeshift aircraft 
carriers to. accompany convoys are 
being hastily built both in Britain 
and in this country. A number of 
British and American merchant 
ships are being converted for the 
purpose, by the addition of cata- 
pults and flight decks with trip- 
lines. Each will carry 10 or more 
pursuit planes. The pursuits will 
maintain an air patrol for sub- 
marines, serving as the eyes of the 
convoying destroyers. And they 
will also afford protection against 
the new German Focke-Wulf cour- 
iers, which have done such damage 
by spotting convoys for the sub- 
marine wolf packs, as well as by 
bombing shipping from the air. 
The first of the American merchant 
ship-aircraft carriers is nearing 
completion. 


Third, medium bombers and 
probably pursuits will be ferried 
to Britain by air, as the | long 
range bombers are now. At one 
time it was proposed to use the 
bombers on the way to protect 
convoys, but this has apparently 
been found too complex an opera- 
tion. The decision appears to be 
that it will suffice to reduce. the 
shipping .burden, without attempt- 
ing a protective mission at the 
game time. American pilots are 
likely to be called for to do the 
ferrying, as they now do on the 
long range bombers. For the short- 
er range ships, the ferry will be 
accomplished in a series of jumps, 
from Newfoundland, perhaps, to 
Greenland; thence to Iceland, and 
thence to Scotland.

For example, it 
is known that additional air protec- 
tion will. be afforded.to. the con- 
voys, besides the converted aircraft 
carriers, although it has not been 
revealed whether this protection is 
to be given by the transfer to Brit- 
ain of more American flying boats 
or in some other way. Then, too, 
the mere act of sending American 
naval vessels on convoy duty to 
Greenland or Iceland is incom- 
plete in itself. In order to fit 
American convoying in with Brit- 
ish convoying, elaborate arrange- 
ments must obviously be made. 

Projecting the whole from the 
parts, in short, it is pretty clear 
that the contemplated system of 
shipping protection will be both 
bold and comprehensive. Whether 
it will be sufficient for the pur- 
pose, only a practical test can 
show. 


‘Plain Talking.’ 
T is impossible to minimize the 
significance of the new shipping 

plan, as an indication of the prog- 

ress of the President’s policy. In 
these last weeks, of course, he has 
seemed to be inactive. The seem- 
ing has been deceptive. With 

Harry L. Hopkins and the heads 

of the service departments, he has 

been working intensively on the 
shipping and other war problems. 

He has prepared another advance 

along the line laid down by him 

long ago. 

Before the advance is made, the 
signs are that the President will 
do some plain talking to the peo- 
ple. He is also likely to define the 
terms of American partnership 
with Britain, speaking symphon- 
ically with Winston Churchill.

He Was Manager of ! Arbor 
etum—-Gardener for Busch 
Family 25 Years, 


Lars Peter Jensen, manager of 
the Shaw’s Garden arboretum at 
Gray Summit, Mo. and for 25 
years the landscape gardener for 
homes and business properties of 
the Busch family, died yesterday 
of heart and kidney ailments at 
Barnes Hospital. He was 71 
years old. 

Born in Denmark and trained 
in horticulture at Cope he 
came to the United States in 1891 
and soon thereafter went to work 
for Adolphus Busch as landscape 
gardner. He helped lay out the 

rounds at Grant Farm and 

rand View and did the 
Pes a i at Anheuser-Busch 
properties in various parts of the 
country. , | 

He began working for the Mis- 
souri Botanical Gardens in 1919, 
continuing until:the: time of his 
death, except for a two-year period 
when he was in the floral business 
with a son, Arthur. On his son’s 
death, he rejoined the Shaw’s Gar- 
den staff and was manager of the 
arboretum since 1927. 

He organized garden clubs in 
Gray Summit, Union, Washington 
and other Missouri communities. 
Under his leadership, a program of 
beautification of Highway 66 be- 
tween the St. Leuis city limits and 
Gray Summit was started in 1934. 
Each year since then he served as 
president of the Henry Shaw Gar- 
denway Association. CCC workers 
planted ‘thousands of trees and 
shrubs along the highway. Two 
years ago, a 100-foot cliff beside 
the highway at Pacific, overlook- 
ing the valley of the Meramec 
River, was named Jensen Point in 
his honor. 

Mr. Jensen was one of 12 mem- 
bers of the St. Louis Naturalists’ 
Club, an organization more than 
40 years old composed of men 
chosen for their interest in natural 
history. Meetings are held month- 
ly in members’ homes. There are 
no officers, no dues and no by- 
laws, 

A nationally known horticultur- 
ist, he wrote numerous articles on 
gardening and also on birds and 
other forms of wildlife. His phi- 
losophy was set out in two poems 
which he wrote, “Why I Am Hap- 
py” and “Lend a Hand,” copies: of 
which he often gave visitors at 
the arboretum. 

At Gray Summit, he supervised 
most of the planting, He lived in 
a residence on the grounds. In 
the last two years he was ill and 
was not actively in charge. 

He owned «a large library on 
landscaping which included many 
rare volumes. In 1920, he was 
president of the National Associa- 
tion of Gardeners. He was chair- 
man of roadside development for 
the Federated Garden Club of 
Missouri, was active in Masonic 
organizations and was a member 
of botanical, scientific and civic 


oups. 

His wife survives. The funeral 
will be at 2 o’clock-- Saturday 
afternoon at the C. Hoffmeister 
undertaking establishment, 6464 
Chippewa street, with burial in St. 
Paul’s churchyard.

It is permitted to print his real 
name, Ralph James Wilson, to say 
that he is 15 years old, the son of 
a veteran of the Royal Navy, and 
that he was on watch aboard the 
“Tiger Tilley” when it was tor- 
pedoed.° His story of the ship’s 
sinking, as he told it that night, 
was almost identical with that of 
the captain, although he added 
some detail. 


| Boy’s Story. 


“T was on watch,” he said, “when 
something made me turn around. 
I saw a streak, a flash, and there 
was a tremendous bang. My ship- 


| mate, an older man, tossed me into 


a boat’ about eight feet away. I 
don't know how he did it. We were 
loaded in about three minutes, but 
the captain stayed on to see that 
everybody was safe. There was 
a second flash and another bang. 
Then the-stern of the vessel rose 
right up out of the water and she 
went down.”

JOHN C. BORN, 84, RETIRED 
BELLEVILLE INVENTOR, DIES 


John C. Born, retired Belleville 
inventor, died of heart disease to- 
day at St. Elizabeth Hospital, 


Belleville. Mr. Born, 84 years old, 
lived at 309 South Jackson street, 


Powers, 33 years old, walked 
into the Ruskin Avenue Police 
Station attired in overalls and 
asked officers to look for his coat, 
trousers, hat and shirt on the river 
bank, about 9700 north. He ex- 
plained that he removed the cloth- 
ing and walked into the river at 
8 o'clock Tuesday night, intending 
to end his life. 

“The water was cold, the idea 
did not seem so good and I could 
not forget to swim,” Powers stated. 


“I swam a few hundred feet, then 


got out of the water and hailed a 
man in an automobile, who took 
me home.” 

Asked. why he wanted to end his 
life, Powers told officers that he 
had.deserted his wife and two 
small daughters at Port Huron, 
Mich., in March, 1937, after steal- 
ing $140 from:an oil company for 
which he worked. “I was in debt 
for doctor’s bills and rent and I 
took the money to get away,” he 
stated. He went to Lexington, 
Tenn., where he met Miss Clara 
Buck, whom he married in Febru- 
ary. 1939, without obtaining a di- 
vorce from his first wife. 

Powers said he has used the 
name, Robert G. Brown, since leav- 
ing Michigan, and his second ‘wife 
knew nothing of his past. They 
came to St. Louis about 18 months 
ago and he worked as a roofer un- 
til last January, when he lost his 
job. On April 11 his wife returned 
to Tennessee to visit relatives, leav- 
ing him with very little food in 
the pantry and rent due on their 
home at 4861 Fountain avenue. He 
became despondent, he said, and 
decided to go to the river. 

Powers, or Brown, is held at 
Police Headquarters suspected of 
larceny and’ bigamy, and police 
have communicated with authori- 
ties in. Michigan and Tennessee.

But with equal logic, she might retort 

that if people took perfect care of their teeth, they wouldn’t need 

false teeth in middle-age, either. We don’t deny men and 

women the pleasure and health value of such teeth just be- 

cause they might have avoided the need for them by wiser 

living habits. Previously, I have described how we were given 

a prain for the purpose of supplementing and improving on na- 

ture. We have accordingly devised numerous types of footgear, 

ranging from dancing slippers to hip boots. We also give the 

defective lens of the eye a crutch, so to speak, in the form of a 
giass lens in our spectacles. 


WE OFTEN ADD ——— Taide aid to supplement 
the fading acuity of the human ear.

They aren't enough, however, for most of ua, 
at least after we are grown and have some excess uphoistery 
around the equator line. :

THE USE OF corsets and girdles is not limited alone to 
women, however, for many obese men must employ them to feel 
comfortable. In fact, aviators, especially in military maneuvers, 
must be strapped tightly with additional “muscles” to protect 
this weak forward wall of the abdomen. Many cowboys wear 
leather belts, sometimes 10 inches wide, for support. These belts 
are simply a variety of corset. Ideally, I admit, sensible dieting 
measures and exercise will preclude the buldging abdomen that 
demands a corset, but we aren't always sensible or athletic in 
modern society. A corset, therefore, is a compromise measure 
by which women can feel much more comfortable through hold- 
ing their internal organs in amore normal position. This is espe-

Position: Stand erect in good 
posture (remember your first les- 
son?) and cup your ribs ® front 
with the palms of your hands.

Exercise: Inhale through your 
nose, expanding the ribs ahd draw- 
ing your abdomen in at the same 
time. (Drawing the abdomen in 
is important!)

THOUGH IT may occur to one 


person in a community, and one 


only, it often goes in epidemics. 
The first epidemic of this kind 
reported in the United States was 
in Virginia in 1812. The epidem- 
ics continue to occur, however, and 
I have before me the report of one 
in Pennsylvania which began in 
September, 1937, and continued to 
March, 1938. Then there was 
a letup until September, 1989, and 
this second wave went on until 
March, 1939. 

Most of the people affected were 
not sick enough to go to bed after 
the first few days, but walked 
around flaunting their pigmented 
countenances. That it was infec- 
tious is shown by the fact that six 
cases occurred in one family. 

The cause is undoubtedly a 


germ which somehow is associ- 


ated with rodents, particularly 
rats. It gets into the food, makes 
its way from the intestine, as has 
been said, and travels up the bile 


passages. The jaundice is due to 


the action of the germ on the bile, 


causing it to thicken and obstruct 


the bile ducts. 

In these epidemics, the jaundice 
is accompanied, as jaundice usu- 
ally is, by nausea and itching. The 
presence of bile in the skin al- 
ways is accompanied by itching, 


sometimes agonizing in its an- 
noyance, 


The treatment is quite simple. 
A saline cathartic, such as sodium 
phosphate, taken in the morning 
is good for this as for other forms 
of “biliougness.” In all cases of 
damage, sugar and starches should 
be pushed to protect the liver. 

Wherever such epidemics occur, 


a campaign to kill off mice and 


rats should be inaugurated.

Tough, huh, ma? But not for 
these lads. Students in the School 
for Bakers and Cooks, they’re the 
boys who, when they’ve absorbed 
the 110 fine-print pages of facts 
in the Army Cook’s Manual, will 
join the ranks of the some 30,000 
cooks Uncle’ Sam needs to whip 
up the chow for his armed forces. 
It will take two months of school- 
ing and another month of actual 
cooking under supervision before 
these boys get a shot at stirring 
up an army mess under their own 
power. But when the training’s 
over, they'll know how to keep 
tough beef from tasting like an old 
boiled boot, how to make York- 
shire pudding and ladyfingers, how 
to bake a lemon meringue pie 
and turn out a batch of sugared 

nips. 

“Some of these boys were cooks 
in civilian life,” the assistant mess 
officer, Lieut, O. H. McCaslin, ex- 
plained when class was over and 
the boys went off to detail duty in 
the Barracks kitchens, “but that 
doesn’t mean a thing, except may- 
be to make the. course easier for 
them. The army makes you prove 
your cooking ability and not one of 
these boys will be entrusted with 
the job of cooking for army stom- 
achs until he has passed written, 
oral and practical examinations to 
the satisfaction of the experts.”

ERSONALLY, we found Lieut. 

McCaslin’s explanation of some 

of the stuff an army cook has 
to know pretty confusing. For in- 
stance, there was that business 
about there being 39 components 
in a soldier’s ration. Know what a 
ration is? Well, it’s what it takes 
to keep one soldier well and prop- 
erly fed for one day. A ration costs 
the United States Government 40 
cents and expert nutritionists have 
army food regulations figured down 
to the finest of points so that that 
40 cents covers a whale of a lot of 
vitamins—those intangible little 
things that put the pep and punch 
in the boys who are learning how 
to be soldiers. 

Under Technical Sergt. L. G. 
Dillman, chief instructor of the 
School for Bakers and Cooks at 
the Barracks, and Lieut. McCaslin, 
the lads who are learning the ropes 
of’ army cooking have it drilled 
into them daily that theirs is the 
responsibility for the health and 
happiness of Uncle Sam’s soldiers. 
And the Army Cook’s 
wades right into that responsibil- 
ity on page one and cautions the 
boys that “poorly cooked meals 
will do more to make soldiers dis- 
contented than any other factor.” 

Aside from the fact that it’s 
pretty pleasant work, it pays fi- 
nancially to be an army cook. A 
cook, private, first-class, gets 56 
bucks a month and a mess ser- 
geant 60. Technical sergeants, like 
Dillman, get $104 a month; master 
sergeants $204. Ratings are pretty 
fast, too, and if a student shows 


exceptional intelligence it’s prac- 


tically no time before he can ad-

sergeant and on up to mess ser- 
geant. By the time he’s a mess

With a thorough grounding in

vitamins and an understanding of i 


balancéd diets, army cooks are 
charged with whipping up not only 
good, healthful meals, but there’s 
emphasis placed, too, on elegance. 
Statistics show that the army boys 
get better food than 72 per cent of 
American families are now eating 
and there are facts to prove that 
ours is the best-fed army in the 
world. Nothing’s too good for 
the New Deal army and it makes 
the nutritionists shudder when 
they stack the eight components 
of the ration on which Washing- 
ton’s boys licked England up 
against the 39 components of the 
present-day ration, 

Back in '76, a ration consisted of 
beef, flour, milk, peas, rice, soup, 
spruce beer and a candle. In 1812 
it was even worse—seven compo- 
nent, consisting of: beef, flour, 
salt, a candle, four ounces of rum, 
half a pound of soap and a gallon 
of vinegar. The Mexican War and 
the Civil War were pretty bad, too, 
from the feeding standpoint, and 
while things got better in the last 
World War, chow was relief ra-
